® Provisions of the 1964 tax 
law will reduce the taxes of vire 
tually all the 3.4 million people 65 
and older who pay federal income 
taxes, saving them an estimated

social security and railroad 
retirement benefits (not con= 
sidered taxable income) nor do 
they change the status of those

Department automation was againa 
major subject at a meeting of the 
School Committee, the discussion 
moving into the area of what inter- 
town cooperation is permissable 
within the framework of state De= 
partment of Education require- 
ments, 

Supt. Edward Erickson issued 
a statement which questioned, in 
effect, the extent to which his de- 
partment can release any of its 
financial work to the town or 
another department, In his opinion, 
it is possible there is some con- 
flict 

The question of bringing all town 
departments into a semi-= 
automated bookkeeping system has 
been bubbling since School Depart~ 
ment officials indicated ahead of a 
committee report on the subject 
that they didn’t feel they could wait 
for municipal automation, 

Erickson has restated this po= 
sition, and the committee acted 
last night to approve a $1,680 
item in the 1965 budget for a one= 
year contract for a bookkeeping 
machine as a temporary measure, 
It is tentative until Town Counsel 
van rule on whether the rental 
fee should be paid by the School 
Department or, as suggested by 
the Board of Selectmen, out of the 
general Town budget, 

In the discussion, Chairman John 
Sullivan said he saw no conflict 
between state requirements and a 
move toward centralized account= 
ing.

If the ‘Legislature had agreed to commit the Common- 
wealth to all that was requested for departmental use 
during this 12-month period, it would be ending its book- 
keeping year in the hole for roughly an additional $76 
million. 

The spread between what the state wants for its citi- 
cens and what they are being taxed to pay for will be 
even greater in 1965-66, some $290 million greater accord- 
ing to one estimate. The price tag for ‘‘needs’’ in the up- 
coming tax year is expected to run about $872 million 
while revenues, collected according to present formulas, 
will be only $582 million. 

Even if the state indulges in rigid budget paring, (even 
if it stalls on such recommended 1965 programs as the 
$123,000,000 starter — boost to education urged by the 
Special Commission on Improving and Extending Educa- 
tional Facilities in the Commonwealth) it’is expected to 
collect at least $50 million less than it appropriates. 

How can a State that increased its taxes 148 percent 
between 1950 and 1963 run such a deficit? 

How can it be that there is not enough money to go 
around when Massachusetts collects the highest state 
corporation tax in the U. S. and its residents live in 
homes and do business from facilities taxed at the highest 
per capita (property tax) rate in the country? 

It can be because the public’s appetite for state pro- 
grams and services has consistently outstripped its 
willingness to pay. 

It can be because politicians have nursed constituents 
along, backing themselves into the position of needing to 
borrow against the future, i.e. deferring payments on high- 
way loans and pushing up payment of income and corporate 
taxes to take care of current expenses. 

It can be because the public has tolerated and encour- 
aged Legislative tax dodging. 

The result is bankruptcy. 

Gov. John Volpe has said that he means to meet the 
state’s monetary problems head on. He can do this only if 
Massachusetts residents are ready to accept a fat-free 
budget and state officials are dedicated enough to prepare 
one. 

He can do it if the Legislature is mature enough for its 
responsibilities, thoroughly weighing ‘‘needs’’ against 
“‘wants’’ and courageously supporting whatever tax reform 
is necessary to put income and outgo in balance. 

One thing is certain: Massachusetts can no longer post- 
pone paying the piper.

testing program, according to Miss 
Ruth Westcott, school nurse, Test= 
ing will be done the week of Feb, 1, 

Slips will be distributed in the 
schools during the week of Jan, 11 
and must be returned to the school 
no later than Jan, 25, Parents are 
to sign the slip and return it re- 
gardless of whether they plan for 
their children to participate, the 
nurse said, 

Used will be the Tine test which 
consists of applying a tuberculin 
protein testing material to the 
forearm with a four-pointed metal 
disc, The disc is applied with a 
slight pressure and held in place 
for a second, 

Miss Westcott reports that there 
may be a slight reaction in some 
cases, If the test is posjtive it 
does NOT necessarily mean that 
the student has active tuberculosis, 
but rather that at some time the 
student has been in contact with 
some one who had T,B, 

In the event of a positive re- 
action, the student will be given a 
more sensitive test which, if posi- 
tive, would indicate the need for a 
chest x-ray, When necessary, 
chest x-rays of positive reactors 
and their families will be arranged 
through the local Board of Health 
and the school nurse,
